Title

Claims 

Claims 1-4 have been cancelled. 

Claim 5, line 8: "stirring said obtained mixture" has been changed to -stirring the 
mixture." 

Claim 5, line 10: the word "supernatant" has been deleted. 
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Claim 6 T lines 2 and 3: "said ceramic material contained in said aqueous slurry 
or said aqueous solution" has been changed to -the ceramic powder in said aqueous 
slurry or the raw material of ceramic powder dissolved in said aqueous solution-. 

Claim 10, line 2: the word "weights" has been changed to -weight-. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
teaches making a ceramic foam by making a slurry containing ceramic fibers and a 
binder, felting the slurry, subjecting the felt to a heating source for drying, and firing the 
felt or formed body [Blome et al (U.S. Patent No. 3,935,060) and Grader et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,602,449)]. The prior art fails to teach producing a ceramic foam by adding 
ceramic fibers into a nonaqueous solvent, adding an aqueous slurry or an aqueous 
solution both containing ceramic powder to the nonaqueous solvent, stirring the mixture, 
and allowing the mixture to separate into an aqueous and a nonaqueous phase before 
shaping, drying and firing the formed body. However, the applicant's invention teaches 
the aforementioned and is therefore allowable.
